November 15—Cars to Be 
Speeded to Average Nine 
Miles an Hour, 


The street railway department has 
peen subject to a very great amount of 
adverse eriticism during the present 
Some of the criticbom has been 
dustified, but In very many instances 
the criticism has come from those who 
are least able to judge as to the con- 
ditions under which the department has 
been operating this summer, It will 
no doubt come as a surprise to the 
critics Unat the department has laid 
down no less than 28 miles of track 
this year, In April Jast when the con- 
struction program was planned only 80 
miles of track were in operation, and a 
very Jurge per centage of this was 
temporary track. Since that date the 
department has added 23 miles of track 
and at the same time 
fairly efficient service. 

It {s also worthy of note that at the 
beginning of the season there were only 
three specials put down for permanent 
use of the Gepartment. 

Many New Turneuts, 

At the close of the season there will 
be more than 20 turnouts, wyes, etc, in 
plece. With a Itrge percentage of the 
track laid on permanent base and a 
sufficient number. of specials to per- 
mit the operation 6f several loops and 
belt lines in different parts of the city, 
the street railway department Is just 
now reaching a point where it will have 
opportunity to demonstrate whet can 
be done in the way of giving a thor- 
oughly efficient service and at the 
sume time show a profit over the cost 
of operation. his is one of the big- 
gest pragrams ever carried out by any 
street railway in one season, 

The approximate cost of all the work 
done in the various’ branches of the 
street rallway department this year 
will be in the vicinity of $1,500,000. Of 
this amount approximately $780,000 has 
been spent in permanent track con- 
struction, $176,000 on the new car 
barns and offices, $235,200 for 28 new 
cars, $92,000 as the department's share 
of the cost of the high level bridge. 

Canit2! Increased $1,500,000. 

The department has been paying in- 
terest and sinking fund ‘on approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 capital account to 
April Ist and sinee that date the capital 
aceount has been invreased by another 
$1,500,000, so that at present over 
$13,000 must be set aside monthly out 
of revenue to provide for this fund and 
not until next month will the depart- 
Ment be in a position to put into effect 
& new schedule and reap the benefit. of 
& large portion of this new capital 
Which has ben expended in permanent 
track construction this season. 

The power charges are also excessive 
in comparison with other cities. The 
present rate is 2.4 cents a k.w.h. fo 
A.C. and D.C. current, At the recen 
conferences between the management 
anc the enployes the fact was empha- 
sized that at present Edmonton is pay- 
ing from 12c to 13¢ a ear mile for power 
While the average all oyer Canada is 
only a fraction over three cents and in 
the majority of cities on the continent 
{t does not exceed six cents, If the rate 
in Edmonton did not exceed six cents it 
would be possible for the department 
to show a profit of over $75,000 yearly 
even in spite of the obstacles met with 
during the construction season, 


Lower Rate for Power. 

A special committee is now consider- 
ing the reduction of power and the de- 
partment expects to be paying a much 
lower rate in the near future, With all 
the new track in operation, a fast sche- 
dule maintained and the power charges 
reduced the department will, foc the 
first time in its history, be In a position 
Where it can show the public what may 
be done in the way of efficient service 
and at the same time get to a point 
Where the monthly reports will show a 
Surplus instead of a deficit. 


Unique Features in Car Barns. 

Che new car barns and offices of the 
Street railway department located on 
two blocks of property at Beech ave- 
nue and John streets, views of which 
Will be seen {n the accompanying illus- 
tration, ure the finest In Canada and 
combine a number of unique features 
hot to be found in any other system on 
the continent, 

A better idea may bo formed of the 
rize of the barns when {t fs stated that 
between 50-and 60 cars may bo stored 
ander roof at one time. Already there 
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are sufficient 

surrounding the barn itseir to take care 
of as many more cars. Eventually it is 
proposed to cover the entire property 
with tracks thus facilitating the inter- 
change of freight with the steam rail- 
roads and interurban lines. 

One of the tracks entering the new 
barns has been designed with an excep- 
tionally high overhead clearance, the 
object of this being to make it possible 
to repair trolley poles in winter while 
the cars are in the barns. Hitherto this 
has not been possible and the benefit 
not only to the men Fut also In the say- 
ing of time to the department was con- 
sidered in designing it. 

The vestibules at each end of the new 
barns are another of the new features 
not to be found elsewhere on the con- 
tinent. There are two inner walls or 
partitions built 60 feet from the main 
walls of the building. These com- 
partments are piped sufficiently to per- 
mit of a very high temperature with a 
view to thawing out the cars. speedily 
in winter time after they come In from 
their runs, The scheme also secures a 
very comfortable temperature in the 
shops and makes it possible for the de- 
partment to get more work out of the 
employes, 

The vestibules also prevent the drafts 
s0 prevalent in the ordinary type of 
car barn and avoid cooling down the 
entire building every time the doors 
are opened to receive or despatch a car. 
The new barns will therefore be more 
economical inasmuch as there will be 
less fuel required to keep up the nec- 
essary temperature and more work will 
be done in the various departments. 


Mechanics’ Shops Provided. 

The carpenter shop, paint shop, 
blacksmith shop and other necessary 
departments in connection with the 
operation of an up-to-date street car 
system have all been provided for in 
the new barns and will be seen in the 
accompanying illustration. 

Tho otfice building adjoining the 
barns {s a@ one storey structure, and 
built of brick throughout, It is laid 
eut with commodious offices for the 
proper handling of the executive end 
of the department from the superin- 
tendent down to the ticket clerks, At 
one end of the building a large and spa- 
cious walting room is provided for the 
men while off duty or awaiting the hour 
when their various runs commence, 
every convenience is afforded and the 
mangement Is doing everything pos- 
sible to make It comfortable for the 
men, thus helping to keep them away 
from the hotels and gambling Joints. 


Fine Construction Work. 

The finest piece of construction worl 
done on the lines of the system this 
season Will be seen {n the Jasper ave- 
nue subway and the grand union at 
the intersection of Jasper avenue and 
Ninth street. Both of these are first 
class in design and construction and 
have nothing to equal them in Canada 
today, 

During the course of construction 
this summer tho department has laid 
29 specials, prior to this year there 
were only three permanent pieces of 
special track work In the whole sys~- 
tem, The 29 new specials are divided 
as follows: 8 double track curves, 4 
double trast branchoffs, 1 two part 


of Ninth street and Jasper avenue. 
There have also been laid a number of 
turnouts which are not included in the 
above list, one of these has been put in 
at the junction of Currie and McDou- 
gall, and another at the corner of 
Kinnaird and Pine streets. 


Winter Schedule. 

Under the new schedule, effective 
November 15, there wilk be 88 regular 
cars in service, while not less than 52 
cars will be on the line during the rush 
hours, and as all routes use Jasper 
avenue, there will be one car passing 
almost every minute along this ave- 
nue, The cars will be speeded up te 
an average of nije miles an hour, an 
increase of at least half a mile over 
the old schedule. <A total of over 
6,000 car miles will be covered by the 
cars each day, a distance over twice 
as far as from Edmonton to Montreal. 

It is the intention of the department 
to operate as many as possible of the 
new single end cars, These are cheap- 
er to operate than the double end type, 
and at the same time afford a greater 
degree of comfort to the passengers, 

To operate the new schedule during 
the rush hours, there will be 62 cars 
on the six routes, as follows: Route 1, 
§ cars; route 2, 8 cars; route 3, 8 cars; 
route 4, 12 cars; route 5, 12 cars, and 
route 6, 4 cars. If necessary the de- 
partment can still further augment this 
service, as no less than 72 passenger 
cars will be available at any time, 
There are now 80 cars in the city, In- 
cluding the yarlous service cars, such 
as sprinklers, sweepers, work cars, etc. 
Of this number 29 are brand new, havy- 
ing been delivered from the factories 
this summer, The department also 
turned out a new line car in its own 
shops, this being the first car ever built 
{n Edmonton. In addition to these 
there are still on order for next seas- 
on's delivery, seven more passenger 
vars similar to those delivered — this 
year. 

Permanent Construction. 

About the 15th of November the 
permanent construction work for this 
season will all be completed and the 
new winter schedule and routing of 
cars will take effect. While the rout- 
ing may be slightly changed from the 
list herewith, to suit conditions, yet 


cars to guarantee the quickest and 
most efficient service possible-with the 
new track facilities, and this 1s the pro- 
posed routing. With the completion of 
the program this year it will be pos- 
sible for the department to operate 
several belt lines. In these instances 
the cars may run both ways and never 
turn around. In other Instances, loops 
wiil be described at one end of a route, 
thus making practically a belt Ine on 
a part of the run. 
Six Proposed Routes. 

The six routes proposed to be oper- 
ated {n connection with the new sche- 
dule are {ven herewith: 

Route 1 will operate betwen North 
Edmonton and Twenty-fourth street. 
Cars will leave from both ends every 
15 minutes with extras where tho ser- 
yico demands It.

on Jasper to Syndicate, north on Syn- 
dicate to Norwood Boulevard, west on 
Boulevard to Namayo avenue, south on 
Namayo to Jasper, forming a loop 
line. 

Route 8 will be known as the Nor- 
wood Belt line, the cars starting at 
First street and looping around Kirk- 
ness, Alberta, Jolin, Oak, Kinnaird, 
Spruce, Syndicate and Jasper, As the 
cars Will loop both ways there will be 
a 71%4-minute service on Jasper and a 
15-minute service on the other sections 
of the loop, 

Route 3—Starts at Jasper avenue 
and First street, north on First to Nor- 
wood Boulevard, east on Boulevard to 
Kirkness, north on Kirkness to Alberta 
avenue, east on Alberta to John street, 
south on John to Oak, west on Oak to 
Kinnaird street, south on Kinnaird to 
Spruce street, west on Spruce to Syn- 
dicate avenue, south on Syndicate to 
Jasper, west on Jasper to First street, 
forming a loop. 

Joute 4 will operate between Bonnie 
Doon and loop around Jasper, Namayo, 
Sutherland and Syndicate, crossing the 
high level bridg Bonnie Doon will 
get a 20-minute sé rvice and the other 
parts of the line a 10-minute service,

Route 6—Starts at Jasper _ avenue 
and First street, north on First to 
Nelson, west on Nelson to Twenty- 
fourth street, south on Twenty-fourth 
to Jasper, east on Jasper to First 
street, forming the west end belt line. 

Route 6 will be operated between 
the Highlands and Glenora, giving a 
half hour service. 

Route 6—Starts at the Highlands via 
Jasper east to Twenty-fourth street, 
thence west on Athabasca to Fortieth 
street, as soon as track {8 completed.

Chicago, Oct, 18—Deaths. in this 
cily from automobile accidents increas- 
ed 533 per cent. from 1507 to 1912, ac- 
cording to statistics supplied yesterday 
to the Chicazo safety commission, 
which was organized recently to com- 
bat such accidents, In.

Mbert Smalley Robinson first began to 
be noticed as a football and baseball player 
at Westboro High School.
